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DETAILED ACTION 
Election/Restrictions 

Claim 39 is withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 1 .142(b) as 
being drawn to a nonelected species, there being no allowable generic or linking claim. 
Election was made without traverse in Paper No. 8. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claim 27 recites the limitation ""electrically insulating support member"" in line 2 
of said claim. There is insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 24, 25, and 27 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated 
by Langberg. The referenced patent discloses an electrosurgical instrument having a 
shaft with proximal and distal ends and an electrode assembly at the distal end of the 
shaft, the electrode assembly comprising an active electrode spaced from a return 
electrode, and a power supply coupled to the electrode assembly for applying a 
sufficient high frequency voltage difference between the active and return electrodes. 
Claim 24 does not disclose a specific set of frequency ranges. Accordingly, it appears 
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that the power supply in Langberg is capable of generating radio frequencies within the 
ranges disclosed by the applicant on page 21 of the specification. Therefore, the 
Lamberg patent is found to anticipate the claims listed above. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 
The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 26, 31, and 32 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Lamberg in view of Bales et al. Lamberg does not disclose the use 
of insulating materials such as ceramic, glass, and silicone. However, the use of the 
listed materials for insulating purposes is conventional as evidenced by Bales et al. The 
teachings of Bales et al. provide the motivation to conclude that ceramic, glass and 
silicone are used as insulating support in electrosurgical equipment. Based on the 
evidenced above, a person of ordinary skill in the art would consider the use of ceramic, 
glass and silicone, an obvious design choice. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 28-30 and 33-38 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected 
base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims.
